IN LOS CONEERENCE, WAS PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN PROGRESS OP 
US REVIEW OP ITS INTERESTS IN CONEERENCE, WHICH AMBASSADOR 
RICHARDSON MENTIONED IN TESTIMONY BEPORE CONGKRESS OCTOBER 4. 
LENKH SAID MPA/IO DIRECTOR AMBASSADOR WOLE, IN NYC FOR UNGA, 

WOULD BE HAPPY TO GO TO WASHINGTON, IF US OFFICIALS THOUGHT IT 
WOULD BE USEPUL FOR HIM TO DO SO, TO DISCUSS CONFERENCE 
SITUATION EITHER BEPORE HE CONVENES SERIES OP MEETINGS OP

SESSIONS THAT NEVER ACHIEVED EXPECTED BREAKTHROUGH, 

AND WANTED TO BE HELPPUL. HE SAID IT WAS EASY TO 
UNDERSTAND WHY USG MIGHT DECIDE THAT PURTHER US 
PARTICIPATION WAS USELESS BUT GOA WOULD PROBABLY

DIEFERENT APPROACH TO CONEERENCE NEGOTIATIONS THAT 
COULD BRING THEM UNDER BETTER CONTROL: E.G., GIVEN 
SIZE OE CONEERENCE AND COMPLEXITY OE ISSUES BEEORE IT, 
ISSUES COULD BE CONSIDERED ONE AT TIME EIRST AND THEN 
AS WHOLE IN ORDER THAT NECESSITY FOR TRADE-OFFS, AND 
TRADE-OFFS THEMESLEVE, COULD BE MADE CLEAR TO ALL.
